stituiional. 
Nevertheless. with a view 
to prevent the repetition of so 
dangerous misconstructien of 
the constitutton, your com- 
miftee recommend a cencur- 
rence in the resclution of the 
General Assembly of the 
state of Pennsy!yania, in the 
words following viz: *¢ Re- 
solved oy the Senate and Eoise 
of Representatives ef the cain- 
monweatin of Penasylea- 
nia in general assembly nici, 
that the following amendment 
be prepared to the constituti- 
on ofthe United States viz: 
Congress shali make no law 
to erect or incorporate aay 
bank, or other monied  insti- 
tation, except within the dis.

LEGISLATURE OF PENNSYLVA- 


NIA 
Harvrisiiurg, Dec. 21, 1849. 
The jvilowing Is an exact 
copy of tie resal: ULLOS. re- 
specting slavery In new 
states, wince have been 
unanimousiy adopted by both 
houses of ihe legisiature of 
Pennsylvania. 
“The senate and house of 
representatives ef the com- 
mon weelih of Pennsyivania, 
wiilst they cherish the right 
of the Individual states to ex- 
press their opinions upon all ¢ 
public measures proposed in 
the congress of the union, are 
aware that its uscefuiness 
must, ina great degree, de- 
pend ‘upen the description 
with which it is exercised; 
they beiteve that the right 
ought net to be resorted to 
upon trivial subjects. er un- 
important accessions; but they 
are also persuaded, thet there 
are moments when the ueg- 
Ject to exercise it. wouid be a 
dereliction of public daty 
Such an occasion, 2s in 
their present judgment, de- 
niands the frank expression 
of the sentiments of Pennsyl- 
vania, is now presented. <A 
measure was ardently sup- 
perted in tne last congress of 
the United States and will 
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ed during the existing sessiou 
of that body, which has a 
palpavle tendeney to impair 
the political relations of the 
several states; which is cal- 
culated to mar the social hap- 
piness of the present and fu- 
ture generation; which, if a- 
dopted. would impede — the 
march of humanity and free- 
dom throngh the world, and 
would aflix and perpetuate an 
odious stain upon the present 
race—a measure, In brief, 
which proposes to spread the 
crimes and cruelties of sle- 
very, from the banks of the 
Mississippi to the shercs of 
the Pacific. 

When a measure of this 
character ts seriously advo- 
cated in the republican con- 
cress of America, is the nine- 
teenth century—the several 
states are invoked by the du- 
ty which they owe to the 
Deity, by the veneration 

hich they entertain fer the 
memory of the founders of 
‘the republic, and by a tender 
regard for posterity, to ‘pre- 
test against its adoption; to 
refuse to covenant with crime, 
avd to limit the range of an 
evil, that already hangs in 
awl boding over so large 
a portion of the union. 

Nor can sacha protest be 
entered by any state with 
greater prepriety than by 
Pennsylvania; this common 
Wealth has as sacredly re- 
specied the rights of other 
etates, as it has been careful 
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probably be as earnesily urg- of its own: it has been the 
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invariable aim of the people 
of Pesosylvaui, to extend to 
the universe, by their exam 
pie, the unaduiterated bless- 
ings of civil and religious 
freedom; it is’ their pride, 
that they have been at all 
times the practical advocates 
of these improvements and 
charities amongst men, Which 
are so wellcaiculated fo en 

able them to answer the pur: 

poses of their Creator; and, 
above all, they may boast 
that they were foremust in 
removing the pollutioe of sla- 
very from amongst them. 

If, indeed, the measure 
against which Pennsylvania 
considers it her duty to raise 
her voice. was calculated to 
abridge any of the rights 
guaranteed to the several 
states; if, odious as slavery 
is, i) was proposed to hasten 
iis extinction, by means In- 
jurisus to the states upon 
which it was unhappily en- 
tailed, Pennsylvania would 
be amongst the first to insist 
upon a sacred observation of 
the constitutional compact. 
But it cannot be pretended, 
that the rights of any of the 
states are at all to be affect- 
ed, by refusing to extend the 
mischiefs of human bondage 
over the boundless regions of 
the west; a territory which 
formed no part of the confe- 
deration, at the adoption of 
the censtitution; which has 
been but lately purchased 
from an Europezn power, by 
the people of the union at 
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large; which oy or may not 

be edmitted a= a state inte 

the unten, at. the discretion 

of congress; Which must es- 

tablish a repupiican form ef 

gavernment, and no other; 

and whose climate affords 

none of the preiexts urged 

for resorting to the laber of 
natives of the terrid zone: 

cuch @ territory has no right, 
inbereni or 2zequired, such as 
these states possessed, Which 
established the existing con- 
stitution. When that censti- 
tuliouw was framed in Septem- 
ber. seventeen bundred and 
eighty SP VEN the COncen' han 
that three fifths of the slaves 
in the states then existing, 
should be represented in con- 
gress, could not have been 
intended to embrace regiens, 
at that time held by a foreign 
power; On the contrary, so 
anxious were the congress 
of that day to confine human 
bondage within its ancient. 
home, tiat on ihe thirteenth 
of July, seventeen hundred 
and eighty seven, that body 
unanimously declared, that 
slavery or involuntary servi- 
tude should not exist in the 
extensive territories bounded 
by the Obio, the Mississippi, 
Canada andthe lakes; and 
in the ninth ‘section of the 
first article of the constitu- 
tion itself, the power of con- 
gress to prohibit the migra- 
tion of servile persons, after 
the year eighteen hundred 
and cight, is expressly re- 
cognized; nor ig there to be 
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found in the stainte book, a 
single instance of tne admis 
sion of a territory to the 
sink of a state, in which con. 
gress have not adhered to 
the rights vested in them by 
the constitution, to stipulate 
with the territory upoa the 
conditions of such admission. 

‘Phe senate and house of 
represcatatives of Pennsyl- 
vania, therefore, cannot but 
dearecate any departure from 
the hamane and enlightened 
policy parsued, not only by 
the illustrious congress of 
1787, bat by their successors 
without exception. ‘They 
are persuaded that to open 
the fertile regions of the 
west to a servile race, would 
tead fo increase their number 
beyoud all past example; 
would open a new and steady 
market for the lawless ven- 
ders of human flesh; and 
would render all schemes for 
obliterating this most foal 
blut upou tie American cha- 
racter, useless and unavail- 
ins. 

Under these convictions, 
and io full persuasion tha 
upon this topic, there is but 
one opluion in’ Pennsyiva- 
nia— 

Kiesolved, by the senate apd 
Apuse of reproscniatives of 
tie comimaonwenlth ef Penn- 
eyivania, ‘Phat the senators 
and representatives of this 
siila, in tas congress of 
the United Sintes, be, and

of God, ‘The rendering like 
for Ike, hort for lurt, evil for 
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evil, and blood for blood, a 
practice sericctly consonant 
to tue mest corrupt and ma- 
licious heart, and most dear 
to the vilest and basest of 
men, Was, in the ancient azes 
of darkness, admitted, and 
established, by the Creator, 
rather as a punishment of hu- 
man cruelty and atrocity. 
This Ged himself declares ip 
the passage of the prophet 
above cited “I gave them sia- 
tutes which were not good 
and judgments by which they 
should not live.”? These 
sanguinary laws were adapt- 
ed toa period of the world, 
in which men had bat little 
knowledge of God, and still 
less of futurity. 

But when the Sun of righ- 
teousness arose when life and 
immortality were brought 
to light in the Gospel, a new 
era opened oa mavkind. Onr 
faultis, we swell the Impor- 
tance of concerns, mercly 
temporal, to an unmeasured 
size, and diminish those of 
eternity in the same propor- 
tion.

transferring of lands—mrake 
out the tax list for the 
county, and perform all other 
monies relative to the assess- 
ment and collection of taxes 
in land. ‘This measure (if 
alopted) will abolish the of- 
fice of non-resident collectors; 
and provide that the taxes on 
alllands be payable in the 
counties Where they are situ- 
ated, orat the seat of govern- 
ment. There is also a bill 
before the House that is in- 
tended to do away imprison- 
ment for debt, unless frandu- 
lent intention can be made 
appear; & enabling creditors 
under certain regulations to 
aitach property before judg- 

ment is obtained. ‘T’o relieve 

the community from their 
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present pce cuniary emberres-. 
ment. various expedients | nave 
been proposed by individuel 
membars: all as yet submit- 
ted have been considered oie 
jectionable by the House. 
Among others the erection of 
2 Siate Benk has been dis- 
cussed and found wanting. 


A ressintion passed the 
House on Saturday last, it- 


structing the committee that 
have under consi feration the 
Act regwul: sting quidicial pro- 
ceedings where barks ‘and 
bankers are parties,” to re- 
porta bill providing that all 
property real as well as per- 
sonal may hereafier be under 
execution on judgments ob- 
tained on bank notes or bills 
of credit issued or put in cir- 
culation, shall be sold for 
what it will bring in money. 
The Senate. has been de- 
hating on a resolution from 
the legislature of Pennsylva- 
nia, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution of the U. 
States, viz.—Congress shall 
make ro law to erect any 
bank, or monied institution, 
except within the district of 
Columbia—and every bank 
or other monied institution 
which shall be established 
by authority of Congress, shal 
iogether withits branches & 
offices of discouyt and depos- 
it be confined to tne District 
of Columbia. A very inter- 
esting debate has taken place 
on this subject—the commit- 


tee has arisen and have leave 
to sit again. 
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OUR FORMS OF GOVERNMENT. 


Tilt people of every state 
and country, we apprehend, 
are decidedly opposed to any 
change in their respective 
forms of government, _— 
found to be radically wrong, 
er practically defective, iu 
essential particulars. ‘They 
will rather bear with partial 
evils than aller their modes 
of government, much less 
jeopardize their principles; & 
in the free governments of 
the United Siates, we know 
the fact that changes are less 
frequently made in our con- 
stitutions, when the propo- 
sed change is. submitted to 
the people, thin if left te the 
discretion of our ordinary le- 
gislutive bodies. There is 
no deubtef the truth of this 
the citizens of several states, 
New Jersey, Ohio and Tenn- 
essee, for example, at their 
last elections, had the ques- 
tion presented to them vwhe- 
ther they would call conven- 
‘lens or not, and they almost 
unanimo: asly decided against 
avy such call; whereas, in 
Maryland, wherein the con- 
stitution may be changed by 
acts of successive legisla- 
tures, we have amenIment 
patched to amendment so that, 
like an old garment, we can 
hardiy discover ihe original 
at all!
